Largest Number to Ole at One 


Time In Sing Sing, 


ONE NE6R0 AND SIX ITALIANS 


Only On* Man of th* Condemned 8ix 
Showed Any Fear, end He Had to 
Be Carried to Death Chair. 


Oesining, N. Y., 
Aug. 
13.—Seven 
human lives were legally taken in 
the death chair at Sling Sing, estab­ 
lishing a new record for wholesale 
electrocution in 
America. 
Of the 
•even victims six were Italians and 
the other man was colored. 
The following five men were put to 
death for parUclpatlon In the m urder 
of Mrs. Mary Hall In a farm house at 
Griffin's Corner, W estchester County, 
last November: Vincenzo Cona, An­ 
gela Quinta, 
Lorenzo 
Leborio Call, 
Filepo Demarco 
and 
Salvatore De­ 
marco. 
Joseph Ferrone 
was 
electrocuted 
for m urdering his wife in New York 
city on Oct. 24, 1911, by cutting her 
throat. 
The colored man put to death was 
John W. Collins, who shot and killed 
Policeman Thomas 
Lynch 
in New 
York city July I, 1911, while crazed 
with drink. 
The killing ef the five Italian con­ 
demned for the m urder of Mrs. Hall 
took plate while hundred* of teie 
grams sent by Italian organizatons in 
all parts of the country, begging clem ­ 
ency. lay unopened at Albany on the 
desk of Governor Dix, who is attend­ 
ing the m ilitary m anoeuvres in Con- 
nett lout 
Extraordinary 
efforts 
had been 
made to save Call, who maintained 
stoutly to the last that he wan inno­ 
cent. Call tried to prove an alibi by 
declaring that be was working for a 
gas company in Brooklyn, but as the 
employes of the gas company are des 
ignated by num ber instead of by name 
the doomed man could not establish 
his claim. 
The entire seven executions took 
place in one hour and fifteen minutes. 
There was not a hitc h. 
Experts who 
were present, designated it the most 
“successful” electrocution 
they 
had 
ever seen. 
Sheriff Julius 
Harbinger, of New 
York, who had been waging a cam­ 
paign against death by electrocution, 
and who was present, said that the 
executions were entirely humane. 
The voltage 
was 
kept at 1880. 
The first man to 
enter the death 
cham ber was Collins, who walked be­ 
tween Head Keeper C onnaught!) and 
Rev. F. F. Biermeyer, of New York, a 
Lutheran missionary. 
At erne minute 
to 5 o'clock Collins had been strap­ 
ped In the chair, and the bar was flung 
which allowed this deadly electricity 
to cooree through 
the m an s body. 
Collins was pronounced dead at seven 
minute* after 5. 
None of the men gave any exhibi­ 
tion of fear except Cona, who fainted 
and had to be carried to the chair. 
The five 
Hall 
m urderers protested 
their innoncence to the last It had 
been expected that Ferrone, who bas 
been giviug the authorities a great 
deal of trouble, would cause a scene, 
but he stepped in the chair, and he 
exclaimed 
“I’m ready to go." 
Ferrone had to be watched closely 
for fear of suicide up to the last min­ 
ute, for he repeatedly made the boast 
that be would never die in the electric 
ciiair. 
Only two contacts were necessary 
to kill Call, who was dead in less than, 
five minute* after being placed in the 
chair.

Beveu men now remain in the death 
house awaiting their end 
None of 
them is slated to die In the immedi­ 
ate future, and there will be a con­ 
siderable time before

W ashington, Aug 13.—Plea for the 
abolition of the death penalty, follow­ 
ing the wholesale “legal m urders'' at 
Sing Bing, was voiced by Mrs Champ 
Clark, wife of the speaker, in an iu 
terview 
“I am unalterably opposed to capi­ 
tal punishm ent,” Mrs. Clark declared,

At 7 o’clock iu the evening of the 
same day the elder statesm en, [leers, 
all the high official* and the foreign 
representatives among whom will be 
Philander C. Knox, American secretary 
of state, are to Rs*emble at the jmlace, 
from which the procession will start 
at 8 P. M. 
Em peror Yoshihlto will not join the 
procession, but will meet it on the 
Aoyama parade ground. 
The line of procession, which will 
be long, is to lie interspersed with 
musicians, torchbearers 
and official* 
carrying emblems, while many priests 
also will participate. 
The coffin (‘ordaining the body of 
the late emperor, is to be drawn by a 
team of oxen 
The entire route is to 
be lined by soldiers of the regular 
army. 
Immediaely after the arrival of the 
pro< ession at Aoyama, the funeral aer 
vice will begin, and will com prise the 
full and imposing Shinto ritual. After 
the services the em peror will read a 
tribute to the dead monarch, and this 
will lie followed by another one read 
by the em press dowager, who will be 
succeeded by the m inisters of statc 
and others, m usicians meanwhile con­ 
tinuing to play funeral airs. 
At the concision of this service the 
imperial train is to leave for Kioto, 
but Emperor Yoshihlto and the em­ 
press dowager will not travel by it 
The train is scheduled to arrive at the 
station, especially built at Momoyanm 
at 5.IU P. .YI., Sept. 14, aud a sim ilar 
procession to be arranged from the 
palace to the Aoyama parade ground 
will follow.

Maneuver Headquarter*, Stratford, 
Conn., Aug. 13.—A general advance of 
both wings of the “Red’’ army, which 
i* trying to capture New York city, 
beguu the first day’* actual operation* 
in the Connecticut

In Milford, where the picket lines 
were iii coli act and a num ber of pris­ 
oners were captured, a clash occurred 
early. 
On the Ked extrem e 
right wing, 
near B ennett’s Bridge, in Seymour, 
thirty railes north, a movement of a 
detachment of “ Blue” cavalary against 
the Ked thin line of skirm ishing cav­ 
alry and infantry wa* the counteibxl 
auring tactical movement. 
The first fight in Milford took place 
on the Milford turnpike, east of In 
dian liver. 
It wa* brought on by Red 
picket* oveitaking the rear guard or 
General Eddy’s brigade, he having be­ 
gun tailing back. 
After a ten minute 
engagement at a 
crossroads, during 
which theie wa* an exchange of shots, 
the umpire* decided that the Blue* 
had checked the Kell advance, and the

Managua. Nicaragua, Aug. 13.—De­ 
spite the armistice, the Nicaraguan 
insurgents began the bombardment of 
the capital. 
The firing continual all 
afternoon, 
shrapnel 
shells bursting 
over the city with occasional machine 
gun firing on the lines. 
A number of women and children 
have been wounded by bullets from 
the 
bursting 
shrapnel 
shells 
and 
many people have fled from the city. 
The guns on Loma Hill, the fortress 
of the city, are replying to the fire of 
the revolutionists. 
The foreign consuls and diplomatic 
representatives, as 
well 
as foreign 
residents, have raised their national 
flags on their houses. 
A proclamation bas been issued by 
the government warning the people 
to leave the town. 
The revoltionists attacked the peni­ 
tentiary and also the fortress in the 
southwestern i*art of the city, but 
were repulsed. They then attacked Ute 
lines of government troops covering 
the east side of the city, and were 
again repelled after a sharp engage 
ment. 
Part of the insurgent army constate 
of L iterals under the 
command of 
General Zeiedon. formerly se retary of 
war In the cabinet of President Ze 
lays. and later general In the army. 
The Nicaraguan government ta sa d 
to be depending on the support of ths 
United States. 
The iMtmharriment of Managua by a 
revolutionary forte Is the outcome of 
a revolution started July 28 by Gen 
era! lad* Mena, then war minister, 
who was deponed by President Adolfs 
Diaz after refusing to resign. General 
EtnUiano Chamorro was chosen com 
mander-in-ohief 
of 
the 
government 
forces. 
General Mena’s partisans on July 31 
attem pted to seize San Jorge, the lake 
port of Rivas, with revoltlonary troops 
transported on board Nicaragua lake 
steam ers which he had seized, bul 
the attack was repulsed. Meanwhile 
his troop* seized the towns of Mssaya 
and Granada, and on August 5 a fight 
took place at Tipatapa near Managua 
On Aug 
3, at the request of the 
Nicaraguan 
government, 
American 
b luejackets aud marines were landed 
to protect the lives and property of 
citizens of the United States 
The 
Anteri an troops have since been on 
guard in Managua. 
General Mena asked 
for 
a three 
days’ armistice, and although this wa# 
apparently 
granted 
revolutionary 
forces under General Zeiedon began 
the bombardment of Managua 
Pro 
tents were entered against this action 
by lite 
diplomatic 
corps, 
and tht 
American minister, George T. Weltzel, 
notified General Zeiedon that he would 
be held personally reeponslbla for what 
might hap|»en. 
The fortress of Ix>ma Hill which de 
fended the city is situated at a height 
of 2001 feet above the capital and is

PREDICTS CHEAPER BEEF 


Secretary Wilson 
Says 
Big Crops 
Mean Drop In Fries. 
W ashington, 
Aug. 
13.—Declaring 
that the price of beef next winter 
would be cheaper than for a number 
of years. Sec retary Wilson, of the de 
part merit of agriculture, admitted that 
the cheap meat of a decade ago would 
never again be secured. 
He maintained that the high cost of 
living will be greatly reduced this yemi 
because of bountiful crops, which, bs 
said, were due to the absence of ex 
trem e hest. 
Secretary Wilson said: "Beef will be 
cheaper next winter than it has been 
for a number of years. The high coef 
of beef through the last winter and 
at the present time was due to the 
small corn crop of last year. 
"This year the corn crop will reach 
more than 2,806,OOO,$00 bushels, or the 
third largest in the history of the 
country. 
This will lower the price 
of beef an appreciable degree.”
